WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—The Government cannot 
accept the proposal of organized labor to end the coal 
strike bv vacating the injunction against the officials 
of the United Mine Workers of America.

Attorney General Ames, in the absence of Attorney 
General Palmer, announced today that the government 
could not abandon its position, because the strike was 
in violation of law.

“The strike is a violation of law. As long as it con­ 
tinues, we are going to proceed in the courts. _ The dis­ 
pute between the mine owners and workers is an en­ 
tirely different question that they can settle in their 
own* way. The Government cannot tolerate continued 
violations of the law, such as this strike constitutes. ^ 
Refusal of the Government to vacate the injunction 
means a long fight in the coal fields while its with-! 
drawal would have opened the way for settlement of 
the strike within forty-eight hours, according to VV a1-j 
lace, executive representative of the United Mine Work-j 
ers of America. 
“If the injunction were withdrawn, the scale com­ 
mittees could get together in twenty-four hours andj 
settle their differences at one meeting,” Wallace as- 
se r ted.

“The miners committee with power to accept the newt 
agreement could call of the strike without referring;

The demands were a five-day week, a six-hour day;

COLUMBUS, Ohio, Nov. 5.— Ohio 
yesterday voted to remain in the 
dry column by a majority which 
may reach three times the size of 
that which it voted prohibition a 
year ago, according to incomplete 
and unofficial returns today at the 
office of the secretary of state. 
Secretary of State Smith, said to­ 
day that partial returns to his office 
from half of the counties in the 
state, indicated a dry majority of 
all four prohibition measures of ap­ 
proximately 75,000. 
In addition to defeating the pro­ 
posed repeal of state-wide prohibi­ 
tion, Ohio apparently Voted by a 
big majority to uphold the action 
of the legislature in ratifying the 
federal prohibition amendment and 
to kill a proposal for the manufac­

Thru all recorded time the 
uneducated man has been at a disadvantage, and when this 
economic chaos shall have passed away, the uneducated wjll 
again be at a disadvantage. 
This fallacious talk is doing considerable damage tho, 
among the students of the country. 
When they hear it said 
by so many people that education does not pay and see so 
many bricklayers drawing larger pay than is received by a 
state governor, they are convinced that time spent in school 
is time wasted. 
Thousands of them are discouraged and are 
quitting school. 
They will go to work as unskilled laborers, 
they will prosper for a season, but when the inevitable re­ 
action comes and tile laws of economics reassert themselves, 
such students will find that they have been following a will-o’- 
the-wisp to their own undoing.

Children and old and sick people will die like flies. 
Pneumonia will be our daily companion. 
And the dead will be so great that the living will 
not be able to bury them. 
The living will not care; they will be too cold to care. 
Should another epidemic of the dreaded flu strike the 
land, the death toll will be appalling. 
A year ago the 
nation could scarcely cope with this disaster. 
What 
would it be this year— without coal? 
Winter is at hand. 
In some parts of the country the 
deadly rigor of the winter season already has set in. 
Now, at this very hour when the need is greatest, 
one body of men— a single organization— sets up against 
all constituted authority; against the very fundamentals 
upon which this nation is founded. 
It decrees that coal shall not be mined. 
And this in spite of the fact that the constitution 
guarantees that no single body of men shall commit any 
act that shall interfere with the right of Life, Liberty 
and the Pursuit of Happiness. 
Russia is swept by Bolshevism. 
Theft, Rape and 
Murder rule the stricken land. 
Crime goes unpunished. 
The nation is one vast charnel house of misery and want. 
And in Russia, under a Red regime, Murder is looked 
upon as gentle pastime and Rape as a barbaric jest. 
Yet even in Reddest Russia the mining of coal is not 
forbidden.

Apartment houses are branded as 
“race suicide centers*' in a decision 
just handed down by Judge Martin 
Foran. “The folding bed," the Judge 
declared, 
“ie 
the skeleton 
which 
every apartment dweller has in his 
closet. When we see a woman exer­ 
cising a pet poodle dog, clothed in 
solf wool raiment and attached to 
a silken cord, we know an apart­ 
ment is nigh. But we see no smil­ 
ing children gamboling about the 
doors," 
The judge’s opinion accompanied 
a 
decision 
upholding 
the 
police 
power of a municipality to prohibit 
the erection of apartments and en­ 
force building restrictions. 
“Construction of apartmental* he 
declared, “will not solve the housing 
problem, so long as the rapacity of 
avaricious landlords is permitted by 
law. The reflection that these de­ 
vouring profiteers, in sowing the 
winds of selfishness, may reap a 
whirlwind of justice, affords no con­ 
solation to the outraged tenant who! 
finds his rents increased IOO per! 
cent or more. 
“Many Cleveland apartments are 
in control of such profiteers, whose 
pernicious activities keep pace with 
their conscienceless cupidity. They 
laugh 
with fiendish 
glee 
at 
the 
building codes, attack building res­ 
trictions, corrupt politics and fatten 
upon the necessities of the poor. 
“In the day time the ddftr of the 
closet is closed," said the judge, re­

dence, nor is any opportunity given 
to air it before people sleep in it 
again. It remains hidden during the 
day, and at night it clutches in its
